I had independoly decided that it was tine to raise Stoner's ugly head again, as 
ou should see in my yesterday’s letter to Jerry. 

So I am in accord with your general approach and what I think you have in mind. 

The real question is, is Stoner alone? 

The FBI could have put Jerry away years ago. “f the legitimate charges harboring 
is without question. 

So, there is the possibility this nay not be as simple as appears on the surface. 

Let us talk this over after I read the new letters. 

Your recollection of the tine of Stoner’s visits to Jimmy is in accord with what 
you then told me. It also happens to be a point on which Jinny lied to me ana I ra-.ner 
pointedly, I think, told himho was laying and he came hack meekly with regard to ‘‘eriy 
as not a self-starter. 

To the First and Fourteenth Amendment approach, with which I agree, I again remind 
you of the suggestions of the Administrative Conference. I can show damages and want to 
d , m they as often and as widely as possible. I think also that where possible they 
should be charged to individuals if only to deter them and others in the future.
